St Crtix Johnstone, Brother of 
Denver Victim, is Killed—Wm. 


R. Badger is Second Victim. 


CONGRESSIONAL 


TIME TABLE 


Chicago, Aug. 16.—Despite yester- 


day's fatal accident in which St. Croix 
Johnstone of the Moisaiit school of 
fliers, and William R. Badger of the 
Baldwin team, met death, the man- 
agement'of tile Chicago aviation meet 
announced today that the tourna- 
ment would be continued. The other 
aviators apparently are unshaken by 
the death of the two young fliers, and 
declare they will continue the flights 
for the big purses offered by the 
meet. 


Chicago, Aug. 16.—Two aviators, 


William R. Badger of Pittsburg, and 
St. Croix Johnstone of Chicago, both 
young men, lost their lives at the in- 
ternational aviation meet here yes- 
terday. 


In dying, both revealed the frailty 


of the craft in which two score moie 
aviators were curving and gliding 
about the air with scarcely a pause 
for the deaths of their contempora- 
ries. 


Death in both Instances were due 


to unexplained accidents, 
probably 


the results of unsuspected defects in 
the mechanism of the machines and 
was in no way caused by carelessness 
or lack of responsibility of driver. 


Badger, a wealthy youth, careenec 


to his death in a pit in the aviation 
field. There had been a flaw in ont 
of the wings of toe propeller of the 
Baldwin machine he drove. Centrifu- 
gal force broke the propeller, upset 
the delicate equilibrium of the ma- 
chine and Badger dashed 100 reet 10 
the bottom of the pit. His neck w&s 
broken. 


Johnstone fell 500 feet under his 


engine and was drowned as the result 
of an equally unsuspected 
defect. 


Caught under the heavy engine of the 
Molsant monoplane he was carried 
deep into Lake Michigan and his bodj 
was not brought to the suface until 
an hour 
later. 
Aviator- Robinson 


says he was not more than 100 yards 
from Johnstone when the lattcr's en- 
gine exploded. 
"I started for him, btit the engine 


dropped through the frame of the 
plane, the planes folded up and in 30 
seconds Johnstone and his mac.htm-, 
were under water. 
He seemed to try 


to dive from the wreckage, but was 
unable to free himself. Although I 
hovered over the spot where he dis- 
appeared his body did not come to 
the surface. 
The engine sank into 


the water, but one corner of the bi- 
plane remained near the surface." 


Johnstone was a son of Dr. Stuart, 


Johnstone. He learned to fly at the 
Bleriot school in France and within 
a month after securing his aviator's 
license he made a remarkable flight 
over Havana. 
Badger lived over three-quarters 


of an hour after he had been extri- 
cated from the remains of his engine. 
He did not recover consciousness and 
died almost at once after he had 
reached the hospital. His death was 
the first serious accident of the meet, 
although 3f> tlyers have dipped and 
glided for three days and exports 
say several similar accidents have 
been narrowly averted. 


Badger Hew as he formerly drove 


racing automobiles, purely as an am- 
ateur. 
He was the stepson of John 


Goettman of Pittsburg and was 2.r. 
years old. He possessed an indepen- 
dent fortune and gratified a well de- 
veloped speed mania. 
In the early 


days of automobiles he was among 
tho first to make amateur records at 
Daytona and Palm licaeh. 
lie was 


an intimate of Louis Straus, the au- 
tomobile driver who died beneath the 
engine of an automobile in Wisconsin 
a month ago. 


Through ritrang Badger became in- 


terested in aeroplanes and then be 
came an amateur aviator. The mee 
here which began last, Sunday, was 
Badger's first public appearance. 


The big mechanical signboard, af 


ter his death, recorded that, he hat 
flown up t.o today, just two hours, II 
minutes and 1!) seconds. The High 
that ended his life had earned hiir 
possibly an hour more when he ran
